The meeting was called to order with Mayor Palmer presiding.

The Mayor announced this was a Special. Meeting of the City Council called
for the purpose of finally passing an ordinance ‘to regulate lighting of bhoat
docks and to establish speed zones at Lake Austin Municlpal Park and in Bull
Creek; to finally pass the Plumbing Code; and to finally pass an amendment to
the Building Code, amending Chapters S through 15.

Councilman Lomg moved that the ordinance regulating lighting of boat
docks be amended to make it become effective March 1, 1965. The motion, seconded
by Councilman LeRue, carried by the following vote:

PLUMBING AND GAS FITTING; PRESCRIBING SPECIFICATIONS
FOR PLUMBING INSTALLATIONS, GAS PIPING AND GAS APPLI-
ANCES; PROVIDING PENALTIES FOR VIOLATIONS; PROVIDING
A SEVERABILITY CLAUSE; REPEALING ALL ORDINANCES OR
PARTS OF ORDINANCES IN CONFLICT HEREWITH AND DEFINING
TERMS.

IS OF RECORD IN BOOK "I", PAGES 387.54% OF THE ORDINANCE
RECORDS OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN BY AMENDING CHAPTERS 5 THROUGH
15 OF SAID ORDINANCE AND FROVIDING FOR THE REGULATION OF
THE OCCUPANCY AND REPEALING ALL ORDINANCES AND PARTSOF ORD-
INANCES IN CONFLICT HEREWITH.
